airport. 


They exceeded by one hour, 28 
minutes and 58 seconds the old 
mark set recently in Fort Worth, 
Texas, by Reginald Robbins and 
James Kelley, who remained aloft 
JV2 hours, 32 minutes and 1 sec- 
ond. 


Weariness brought the airmen to 
a landing and the riotous acclaim. 
of 75,000 persons after 
a flight 
which became more hazardous and 
difficult as the days al6ft cut down 
their physical endurance. 


Fought Against Elements. 
The climax of the attempt came 
but a few hours before it ended', 
and the two men said it nearly kill- 
ed them. They survived a severe 
electrical storm 
which damaged 
their refueling plane in a forced 
landing and stopped all other air 
traffic to fight on for the record, 
attained twelve hours later. 
Exhausted, the airmen immed- 
iately were taken under guard to 
a hotel, to sleep throughout the 
day if they desire. 
They 
were 
spent 


"We broke the 
record: That's 
enough. All we want now is sleep," 
Newcomb said. 
Resting with them was Ernest 
Basham, pilot of the refueling plane 
who completed 24 contacts during 
the flight to replenish the supply 
nf gasoline, oil and food. 
High lights of the feat followed 
rapidly last night and early today 
as the record was reached, a new 
mark 
was set, and the landing 
made'. 


Crowd Watches Battle. 
Roads were jammed for miles, and 
the airport was crowded with spec- 
tators when the record was equall- 
ed shoijtly before midnight 
The 
crowd Increased as the Stlnson-De- 
trolter monoplane, City of, Cleve- 
land, rode through the darkness, 
concealed iri the murky atmosphere 
high above the airport. 
The waiting crowd watched anx- 
iously as the' next hour passed, and 
joined in a terrific outburst as the 
record was set at 12:10:52. Rockets 
•and flares were released in salute 
to the airmen, a display of fire- 
works added to the brilliance of 
lights at the field. 
A little later the cruising lights 
of the ship appeared as the pilots 
dropped from the altitude of 3,000 
feet which they had held early in 
the night Twinkling against the 
t'arkness the lights swung about 
the airport, straightened out to the 
«ast and then climbed again. 


Thinking that the flight was to 
continue, the crowd tried to dis- 
perse but few had left their places 
at 12:37 when a red flare, the sig- 
nal of a landing, was dropped from 
the plane.

DROWNINGS TOOK HEAVIEST 


TOLL; SNOW STORM IN 


ADIRONDACK 


CHICAGO, July 5. (AP) 
;—America surrendered 159 
lives to the observance of its 
153rd birthday anniversary 
yesterday. The Fourth of 
July death list this year was 
46 under 1928, the reduction 
being attributable chiefly to 
the number of deaths from drown- 
ing and from the heat. In only one 
division did the 1929 fatalities ex- 
ceed last year's that was in auto- 
mobile accidents with 70 this year 
as( compared with 54 last. 


Fireworks In themselves continu- 
ed to play a smaller part In the 
nation's Independence day death 
roll. 
Only seven fatalities 
from 
this cause were reported this year 
.as compared with 11 in 1928 and 
two of them resulted from a fire- 
works factory explosion and fire 
July 3. 


Drownmgs weqe responsible for 
the largest loss of life, as they 
were last year; but even so, there 
were '35 less 
deaths 
from this 
cause than a year ago. 


Automobile fatalities, on the oth- 


er hand, bounded upward from 64 
last year to 70. 


Nearly one-third of the coun- 
try's total toll was taken by the 
Middlewest. 
The Middle Atlantic 
states which last year led the 
country in deaths with 68,'had 30 
less yesterday,- although more than 
half the deaths from fireworks in 
the country occurred In that sec- 
tion. 
The 
Northwest and 
the 
Mountain states had the smallest 
'death lists, each section reporting 
three. 
> 
Temperatures Lower. 
Temperatures 
generally 
were 


lower throughout the country yes- 
terday than was the case July 4, 
1928 when 12 deaths resulted from 
heat alone. So far as reports to 
the 'Associated Press showed, there 
was only one from neat, that in 
Chicago. 
Last year airplane accidents' took 


four lives, whereas yesterday only 
one death 
occurred 
from this 
cause. A year ago, too, there were 
three deaths In automobile races. 
The only death from that cause re- 
ported this year was at Pompano, 
Fla., where a driver was killed aft- 
er he had crossed the finish line in 
third place of a iO mile dirt track 
race. Stricter Laws Helped. 
Stricter laws regulating the sale 


and use of fireworks was credited 
with keeping the number of deaths 
and Injuries from this cause down. 
In Michigan, particularly, enforce- 
ment of a new state fireworks law 
was reported as most effective. 


Chicago ordinances prevent 'the 
sale of fireworks, but convenient 
suburbs provided all types of can- 
non crackers with the result that 
the Fourth here 
• was unusually 
noisy. Hundreds of persons were 
Injured, but no deaths occurreS. 
In New York, 500-children were 
treated at city hospitals for fire- 
works injuries. 
Contrasting with the 1928 heat 
waa a 10 minute uuowstorm yes- 
terday at Speculator, N. Y., the 
snow falling so fast -that holiday 
motorists, blinded, stopped their 
cars to avoid collisions. It was 
the coldest July 4 the Adirondacks 
country has experienced in years.

BEAUMONT, July «.—OR—Tw 
hundred more giant Surinam toad 
are to be brought hre from Port 
Rico at once, as a result of test 
made with S3 brought here aboar 
the S. S. Shawnee recently, for us 
in fighting insect life, particularly 
the mole cricket. 
The Surinam toad Is about twic 
the size of the native toad an 
smaller than a native bull frog. 


The Surinam's tongue is one o 
his bids for fame. He can sit in 
one spot complacently 
until h 
sees a particularly luclous Insect 
when his tongue makes a lightning 
like dart and spears it, at any dis- 
tance up to four of five Inches. 
In 1920 a dozen of the Surinam 
toads was taken to Porto Rico 
from their native haunts in Brazi 
and have multiplied so rapidly tha 
at present the island is/said to b< 
practically free from damaging in 
sect life. 


Applications have already been 
made to the county farm agent by 
a number of farmers through the 
county for some of the toads when 
they arrive.

Ehc toads Is as interesting as his 
tiaoits and 
his abnormally long 
tongue. 
When the eggs are laid, the male 


:oad spreads them over the back of 
the-female. After this a separate 
cavity, with a lid at tha top devel- 
ops around each egg. Thus, each 
young toad has a shelter proo: 
lome on the mother's back until 
he is large enough to open the lid 
and come out Into the world to 
shift for himself.
